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Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Arizona: 1 
Section 1.  Section 48-707, Arizona Revised Statutes, is amended to 2 

read: 3 
48-707.  Notice and conduct of elections; waiver 4 
A.  Any election under this article shall be a nonpartisan election 5 

called by posting notices in three public places within the boundaries of the 6 
district not less than twenty days before the election.  Notice shall also be 7 
published in a newspaper of general circulation in the municipality or county 8 
or if there is no newspaper so circulated in the municipality in a newspaper 9 
of general circulation in the county in which the municipality is located 10 
once a week for two consecutive weeks before the election.  The notice shall 11 
state: 12 

1.  The place of holding the election. 13 
2.  The hours during the day, not less than six, in which the polls 14 

will be open. 15 
3.  If it is a formation election, the boundaries of the proposed 16

B.  The district board or the governing body, as applicable, shall 27 

determine the date of the election and the polling places for the election 28 
and may consolidate county precincts.  For other than a formation election 29 
pursuant to section 48-705, subsection B, and an election held pursuant to 30 
subsection G of this section, precinct registers shall be used.  The county 31 
recorder shall submit precinct registers on the request of the clerk, and if 32 
the district includes land lying partly in and partly out of any county 33 
election precinct, the precinct registers may contain the names of all 34 
registered voters in the precinct and the election boards at those precincts 35 
shall require that a prospective elector execute an affidavit stating that 36 
the elector is also a qualified elector of the district.  For formation 37

C.  Except as otherwise provided by this article, the election shall 1 
comply with the general election laws of this state, except that the words to 2 
appear on the ballots shall be for a formation election "district, yes" and 3

election if no tax is in place "tax, yes" and "tax, no" and for a tax 5 
election to change an existing maximum or eliminate an existing tax "tax 6 
change, yes" and "tax change, no".

G.  Notwithstanding any other provision of this article, if no person 31 
has registered to vote within the district within fifty days immediately 32 
preceding any scheduled election date, any election required to be held 33 
pursuant to this article shall be held with the vote by the owners of land 34 
within the district who are qualified electors of this state and other 35 
landowners according to section 48-3043.  Each owner has the number of votes 36 
or portion of votes equal to the number of acres or portion of acres rounded 37 
upward to the nearest one-fifth of an acre owned in the district by that 38 
person.

H.  EXCEPT AS PROVIDED IN SUBSECTION I OF THIS SECTION, for a district 40 
that is proposed to be formed by a county, a district may be formed only if a 41 
petition for formation is signed by the owners of all of the land in the 42 
district that is described in the petition and if it is approved by the 43 
county.

8.  Reimburse the municipality or county for staff and consultant 42 

services and support facilities supplied by the municipality or county. 43 
9.  Accept gifts or grants and incur and repay loans for any public 44 

infrastructure purpose. 45 
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10.  Enter into agreements with landowners and the municipality or 1 
county for the collection of fees and charges from landowners for public 2 
infrastructure purposes, the advance of monies by landowners for public 3 
infrastructure purposes or the granting of real property by the landowner for 4 
public infrastructure purposes. 5 

11.  By resolution, levy and assess the costs of any public 6 
infrastructure purpose on any land benefited in the district. 7 

12.  Pay the financial, legal and administrative costs of the district. 8

5.  Enter into development agreements, as defined in section 9-500.05. 8 
6.  Exercise the same right and power of eminent domain as a public 9 

service corporation pursuant to title 12, chapter 8, articles 2 and 3 to 10 
acquire any property or right-of-way, except political subdivision, county, 11 
state or federal property, for any public infrastructure purpose. 12 

E.  A district which proposes to provide domestic water service in the 13 
certificated area of a public service corporation serving domestic water 14 
shall provide just compensation to the public service corporation pursuant to 15 
section 9-516. 16 

F.  Public infrastructure other than personalty may be located only in 17 
or on lands owned by the state, a county, a municipality or the district or 18 
dedicated or otherwise designated as public roadways, highways, streets, 19 
thoroughfares, easements or rights-of-way, whether in or out of the district 20 
or the municipality.

ANY WAY AFFECT THE SECURITY AND PROTECTION OF THE BONDS. 21 

7.  EMPLOY TRUSTEES, PAYING AGENTS, FISCAL AGENTS, FINANCIAL 22 
CONSULTANTS, FEASIBILITY CONSULTANTS, ATTORNEYS AND OTHER EXPERTS IN THEIR 23 
FIELDS TO AID IN THE SALE AND ADMINISTRATION OF THE BONDS.  24 

E.  ANY PLEDGE MADE PURSUANT TO THIS SECTION IS VALID AND BINDING FROM 25 
THE TIME THE PLEDGE IS MADE.  THE MONIES PLEDGED PURSUANT TO THIS SECTION, 26 
WHEN PLACED IN THE FUND OR ACCOUNT CREATED TO SERVICE THE BONDS OR PROVIDE 27 
RESERVES OR SINKING FUNDS FOR THE BONDS, ARE IMMEDIATELY SUBJECT TO THE LIEN 28 
OF THE PLEDGE WITHOUT ANY FUTURE PHYSICAL DELIVERY OR FURTHER ACT OR 29 
RECORDING.  A LIEN OF ANY PLEDGE IS VALID OR BINDING AGAINST ALL PARTIES 30 
HAVING CLAIMS OF ANY KIND IN TORT, CONTRACT OR OTHERWISE AGAINST THE 31 
DISTRICT, REGARDLESS OF WHETHER THE PARTIES HAVE NOTICE.  WHEN PLACED IN THE 32 
RECORDS OF THE BOARD, THE OFFICIAL RESOLUTION, THE TRUST INDENTURE OR ANY 33 
INSTRUMENT BY WHICH THE PLEDGE IS CREATED IS NOTICE TO ALL CONCERNED OF THE 34 
CREATION OF THE PLEDGE, AND THESE INSTRUMENTS ARE NOT REQUIRED TO BE RECORDED 35 
IN ANY OTHER PLACE.  A FILING OR RECORDING OF THE RESOLUTION OF THE BOARD 36 
CREATING OR EXTENDING THE LIEN OR PLEDGE IN ORDER FOR THE PLEDGE OR LIEN TO 37 
BECOME FULLY EFFECTIVE IS NOT REQUIRED IN ANY OFFICE OTHER THAN IN THE OFFICE 38 
OF THE BOARD. 39 

F.  THE MEMBERS OF THE BOARD OR ANY PERSON EXECUTING THE BONDS IS NOT 40 
PERSONALLY LIABLE FOR THE PAYMENT OF THE BONDS.  THE BONDS ARE VALID AND 41 
BINDING OBLIGATIONS OF THE DISTRICT NOTWITHSTANDING THE FACT THAT BEFORE THE 42 
DELIVERY OF THE BONDS ANY OF THE OFFICERS WHOSE SIGNATURES APPEAR ON THE 43 
BONDS CEASE TO BE OFFICERS OF THE DISTRICT.  FROM AND AFTER THE SALE AND 44 
DELIVERY OF THE BONDS, THE BONDS ARE INCONTESTABLE. 45 
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G  THIS STATE PLEDGES TO AND AGREES WITH THE HOLDERS OF THE BONDS THAT 1 
THE STATE WILL NOT LIMIT, ALTER, REPEAL OR REVOKE THE DISTRICT’S EXCISE 2 
TAXES, OR TAKE ANY ACTION THAT IN ANY WAY ADVERSELY AFFECTS THE RIGHTS OF THE 3 
HOLDERS OF THE BONDS, LIMITS OR ALTERS THE AUTHORITY OF THE BOARD TO LEVY THE 4 
EXCISE TAX TO PREVENT THE IMPOSITION OF SUFFICIENT EXCISE TAXES TO FULFILL 5 
THE TERMS OF THE BONDS, OR IN ANY WAY IMPAIR THE RIGHTS AND REMEDIES OF THE 6 
BONDHOLDERS, UNTIL ALL BONDS ISSUED UNDER THIS ARTICLE, INTEREST ON THE 7 
BONDS, INTEREST ON ANY UNPAID INSTALLMENTS OF INTEREST AND ALL COSTS AND 8 
EXPENSES IN CONNECTION WITH ANY ACTION OR PROCEEDINGS BY OR ON BEHALF OF THE 9 
BONDHOLDERS ARE FULLY MET AND DISCHARGED.  THE DISTRICT BOARD AS AGENT FOR 10 
THIS STATE MAY INCLUDE THIS PLEDGE AND UNDERTAKING BY THIS STATE IN ITS 11 
RESOLUTIONS AND INDENTURES SECURING ITS BONDS.   12 

H.  THE DISTRICT MAY SUBMIT TO THE ATTORNEY GENERAL ANY BONDS TO BE 13 
ISSUED UNDER THIS SECTION AFTER ALL PROCEEDINGS FOR THE AUTHORIZATION OF THE 14 
BONDS HAVE BEEN TAKEN.  ON THE SUBMISSION OF THE PROCEEDINGS TO THE ATTORNEY 15 
GENERAL, THE ATTORNEY GENERAL SHALL INVESTIGATE AND DETERMINE THE VALIDITY OF 16 
THE BONDS AND THE REGULARITY OF ALL PROCEEDINGS IN CONNECTION WITH THE 17 
ISSUANCE.  IF THE PROCEEDINGS CONFORM TO THIS SECTION AND IF IT IS DETERMINED 18 
THAT THE BONDS WHEN DELIVERED AND PAID FOR WILL CONSTITUTE BINDING AND LEGAL 19 
OBLIGATIONS OF THE DISTRICT ENFORCEABLE ACCORDING TO THE TERMS OF THE BONDS, 20 
THE ATTORNEY GENERAL SHALL CERTIFY IN SUBSTANCE ON THE BACK OF EACH OF THE 21 
BONDS THAT IT IS ISSUED IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE CONSTITUTION AND LAWS OF THIS 22 
STATE.  THE BONDS ARE OBLIGATIONS OF THE DISTRICT ISSUING THE BONDS, ARE 23 
PAYABLE ONLY PURSUANT TO THE TERMS OF THE BONDS, ARE NOT OBLIGATIONS THAT ARE 24 
GENERAL, SPECIAL OR OTHERWISE OF THIS STATE OR THE COUNTY IN WHICH THE 25 
DISTRICT IS LOCATED, ARE NOT A LEGAL DEBT OF THIS STATE OR OF THE COUNTY IN 26 
WHICH THE DISTRICT IS LOCATED AND ARE NOT ENFORCEABLE AGAINST THIS STATE OR 27 
THE COUNTY OUT OF ANY MONIES OTHER THAN THE INCOME AND REVENUE PLEDGED AND 28 
ASSIGNED TO OR IN TRUST FOR THE BENEFIT OF THE OWNERS OF THE BONDS.  29 
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
